ably discussed the question of quoting circu- 
lations iu newspaper directories. 
In its con- 


vincing argument, the Intelligencer says: 
"In a list lately published in Printers Ink, 
containing all the newspapers in the United 
States having a circulation of one thousand 
or over, there are 324 which are accorded 
figures of output, while there are 545 which 
are rated by guess letters by the American 
Newspaper Directory management. This is 
a significant showing and demonstrates that 
almost two to one of the daily newspaper 
publishers are indifferent to the present plan 
of presentation of circulation figures by the 
Directory, and decline to furnish their cii- 
culation statements for directory publication. 
Of this class may be mentioned, as nearby, 
prominent and well known papers, the New 
York Herald, Journal, News, Press, World, 
Sun, Times and Tribune, the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, Times, Demccrat, North- 
American, Evening Telegraph, Evening Star 
and News. The publication of circulation 
figures in directories, therefore, it seems 
fair to conclude, based upon the example of 
the majority and best of publications, is not 
sufficiently accurate nor general to be of val- 
ue; the failure to furnish such figures for 
directory publication is no disadvantage to 
publishers nor advertisers. Herein is the 
subject for reflection among the newspaper 
craftsmen, which perhaps may profitably be 
thought about and be discussed."

GMTRO ] !yron Gordon, tbo explorer, 


contributes nn artiolo on "The Myttori- 
OHH Ciiiy of Honduras" to Tho Century. 
Tho article wives an account of discov- 
eries at Co]«in. Mr. Gordon says: 


No regnlOT burying place hna yet 


boon found at Oopnn, bnt a number of 
isolated tombs have* boon explored. The 
location of tbOBe -was strange and unex- 
pected—beneath the pavement of court- 
yards and under the foundations of 
houses. They oonsiht of small chambers 
of very oxrr-llont masonry, roofed some- 
times by m< ins of the horizontal arch and 
sometimes by means of slabs of stone rest- 
ing on the top of tho vortical walls. In 
these tomli-, one and Boinotimoa two in- 
terments had been made. Tho bodies 
bad boon laid at full length upon the 
floor. Thd cerements had long since 
moldered away, and tho skeletons them- 
selves wore iu a crumbling condition 
and give little knowledge of tho phys- 
ical characteristics of tho people; but 
one fact of surpassing interest came to 
light conriTuing their private lives— 
namely, tho custom of adorning tho 
f ,.,-„> »0oti. xuiHi anmfl inlaid i" 
enamel ami by filling. Although not 


' of tho sot "4 of teeth found had been 


treated in thia way, thoro are enough ti 
show that tho practice was general, a 
least among tho upper classes, i'or al 
tho tombs opened, from their assooia 
lions with prominent houses, soom b 
have belonged to people of rank and for 
tune. Thd stone used in tho inlayinf 
was a bright groon jadoito. A circula 
cavity nbunt one-sixteenth of an inu 
in diameti r was drilled in tho ename 
of each of the two front tooth of tho up 
per row and inlaid with a littlo disk o 
jadoito, out to a perfect fit and secure 
by means of a bright red cement.

Grubs are excellent bait for trout ear- 


ly in tho season. Thoy are found in par- 
tially decayed tree trunks, stumps and 
old timbers left in moist places. 
Cut 


into the wood with an ax, and if yon 
find it full of holes of tho size of a lead 
pencil knock it to pieces and pick out 
tho grubs. 
Put them in a tin bait box 


with some of tho rotten wood you found 
them in.—Harper's Round Table. 


tine Trait of Vaulted Invention* 


A French engineer who had been on 


a tour of inspection in tbo United States 
was not impressed by tho big things of 
tho country. "1 Khali report to my gov- 
ernment," finid he, "that tho biggest 
things iu America aro tbo little things. 
Tbo French people are exports in do- 
mestic economy and live comfortably 
by saving what average families in the 
United States throw away. But Amer- 
icans aro, on tho other hand, experts in 
industrial economy. They make money 
by saving wattage in business and loso 
somo of it by wastage iu domestic econ- 
omy. 
Tho attention paid to small de- 


tails in big works is amazing to mo. I 
lave visited somo establishments where 


believe that the profits aro mado not 
n tho manufacture proper, but in tho 
.saving of materials and labor by close 
attention to details that aro with us uu- 
eonsidorod trifles. 


'For example, I saw a littlo grind- 


stone in operatiou at a big works auto- 
matically sharpening lathe and planer 
;ools. 
This machine costs probably as 


much as 100 of our ordinary grindstones 
cost, bat I see that it automatically 
grinds all tho tools for 300 high priced 
mechanics, and it only works a few 
bonrs each day. The skilled mechanics 
in our country frequently stop their reg- 
ular work to grind their own tools, and 
thon they do it imperfectly. 
In tho 


United States tools aro all accurately 
ground to the best shape by tho ma- 
chine, so that they do moro and batter 
work on this account in a given time. I 
boliovo that that machine bas brains— 
the bra in. B of tho inventor—and it has 
no doubt revolutionised work of this 
kind in American machine shops. This 
is but one case out of many that I have 
nnforl "—I"volition.

Suroly we may consider that this led 


o the necessity for the lord of tho man- 
rs sanction to his tenants' marriage in 
oudal times, the lords of tho manor in 
be middle ages having appropriated to 
homsolvcs many of the rights of the 
ribal authorities of primitive times. In 
eudal times no girl could be married to 
any ono out of the manor without the 
;ood will of the lord of the soil, and an 
leircss could not be married at all \vitb- 
tut his consent. In sonia instances fines 
lad to be paid by the bride's father, or 
whoever stood to her in the place of a 
ather, for leave to give her in marriage 
o a stranger.—Philadelphia Ledger.

stable Atherliold, Erwin Mondeiui and Israel 
Moser, shot ind instantly killed Mondeau. 


The particulars, briefly stated, are as fol- 


lows : 
Weaver was a'rested last fall for 


Lmrglury and gave bail in the sum of $300 to 
appear at court. 
He forfeited his bail. 
A 


Liench warrant was issued and placed in the 
luiiids of a fonstab'e. 
After several futile 


attempts to make the arrest on Wednesday 
ot last week Constable Atherholr accompan- 
ied by Erwiu Mondeau, Israel Moses and 
William Gla^smoyer went to Weaver's house 
tor the purpose of securing him. 
A large 


dog there attacked the parly. 
Moser and 


Mondeau pushed their way into the house 
and were mi t by Weaver who had a gun and 
revolver, and after a terrible struggle in 
which he tired five shots, instantly killing 
Moiulcan and seriously wounding Atlier- 
holt. he escaped. 


The escaped murderer is about 40years of 


age. 
Jlis wile was arrested and taken to 


jail last Saturday. 
Erwin Mondeau, the 


dead man, was a farmer near BursotmHe. 


The county Commissioners have offered a 


reward of $ 1000 for the capture of the mur- 
derer.

Probably Adopted by Man Subsequently 


to the Hunting Age. 
| 


It la impossible totraco tho origin of tho 


doinostio cat with certainty to any exist- 
ing species or variety of thu wiltlcat. 
In- 


deed fcbo time at which tho cat was first 
domesticated and introduced to human so- 
cioty is simply a matter of conjooturo. 
Professor Shulcr expresses the opinion thut 
tho clumesticatum of tho cat must havo 
boon much later than that of the dog, 
while naturalists give reason for believing 
to tho contrary. 


Some people agree with Professor Sha- 


ler, and for this—that dogs were probably 
tlrst domesticated in order to assist in 
hunting, and, therefore, probably, in what 
is called tho hunting ago of human society, 
whereas the cat has nowhere been general- 
ly used as a hunting animal. 
Tho dog is 


essentially gregarious. Ho loves to hunt in 
packs and wbca introduced to a human 
family ho regards the family as his pack 
nnd hunts aocoidingly, so thnt ho Is easily 
made serviceable by tho human buntor. 
The cat, on the contrary, is, unsocial. It 
lives alone and hunts alono. so thnt it 
could not be expwted to be easily trained 
to hunt, either with men or for men. 
In 


fact, tlio only member of the cat family 
that is known to have been trained to hunt 
is the cheetah, though an ancient Egyptian 
painting which may bo seen in the Brit- 
ish museum represents a oat which It, ap- 
parently assisting a hunter to cntch birds. 


There is another reason for thinking that 


the cat must havo been adopted by man 
after the hunting ago—namely, tho cat's 
wonderful attachment to localities. 
Ani- 


mals, like the wolf, with which the dog is 
most closely allied follow their prey over 
vast tracts of country and seem to bo en- 
tirely dositutc of lociil attachment. 
The 


wildcat, on tho contrary, settles down in 
a particular spot and waits for its proy to 
como When removed from its jcciistumucl 
habitat, it seems to los.0 its skill, und 
therefore would be useless to men in a 
hunting age, because in that age men sel- 
dom had fixed habitations, but ronnioJ 
abroad wherever gamo was to bo found 
Of course much of this is coujncturo 
Whether the eat or the dog was fhvt adapt- 
ed by men cannot now be certainly known, 
but tho cat was well known as a domestic 
animal ut an c.uly period of human his- 
tory.—Boston Journal
